“I THIRST” 


A Meditation on the Holy Thirst of the Saviour on the Crosst 


ae 4 
The thirst of a drunkard must 


be an awful thing! I have known 
the thirst for drink to so master 
a man that he would pay any price 
in the world for liquor. How many 
have thrown away all the pleasures 
of home, a wife’s love and affec- 
tion, the welfares of little children, 
the respect and honor of men, and 
health, and many have doubtless 
cast away their souls for the love 
of drink! But the thirst for liquor 
does not compare with awful thirst 
of Christ as He died on the cross. 

In John 19:28-30 we are told how 
the Saviour thirsted on the cross. 

“After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, 
that the scriptures might be ful- 
filled, saith, I thirst. 29. Now there 
was set a vessel full of vinegar: 
and they filled a sponge with vine- 
gar, and put it upon hyssop, and 
put it to his mouth. 30. When Jes- 
us therefore had received the vine- 
gar, he said, It is finished: and he 
bowed his head, and gave up the 
ghost.” 

“I THIRST!” This was the cry 
of the Saviour before He died for 
the sins of all mankind, on the 
cruel cross. 


The Culmination of His Agony 


No man can understand all the 
sufferings of Jesus on the cross. 
As in the Garden of Gethsemane, 
“he went a little farther” than any- 
one else, so in His death He 


» 


plumbed depths of sorrow that no 
other man has ever tasted. He of 
all men was “a man of sorrows, 
and acquainted with grief.” Let us 
consider Him as He hangs upon the 
cross. 


Just last night He left the uppe: 
room with His disciples and walked 
out of the city, across the brook 
Cedron on the East, and into the 
Garden of Gethsemane, among the 
gnarled and ancient olive trees. 
His soul was even then “sorrowful 
unto death.” The sins and the 
shame of the world was so piled 
on Him that His veins were burst- 
ing open and His sweat was like 
great drops of blood falling down 
to the ground! We know, then, that 
His sorrow and pain are not all of 
the body, but are mainly of the 
Spirit. 

Now He has no rest through the 
night. Seized in the Garden of 
Gethsemane, bound, led before the 
high priest, He was mocked and 
abused, and then tried before Pilate 
in the early morning hours. Though 
no fault was found in Him, yet He 
was scourged with the Roman cat- 
o’-nine-tails, and turned over to the 
soldiers for. their horse play. Do 
you see His features swollen and 
bruised? That is where they beat 
Him with reeds and rods, and said, 
“Who smote thee?” If you look 
closely you can see where the barbs 
of the crown of thorns make blue 
punctures in His forehead. Lov- 


ing eyes can see the trace of the 
spittle where they spit in His face 
when He was blindfolded. 

How strange He looks on the 
cross to the eyes of the disciples, 
Mary Magdalene, and His mother! 
His beard has deen plucked out 
(Isaiah 50:7). His face is so mar- 
red by the abuse He has received 
that He does not look like a man 
(Isaiah 52:14). Add to the scene 
the fact that He hangs on the 
cross, stripped naked, before the 
gazing eyes of thousands. That is 
a part of the shame of the cruci- 
fixion. The soldiers already have 
gambled for His garments. 

It is a terrible sight, but wait, 
He is the Saviour of the world and 
too much depends upon it to turn 
away. Let us observe other de- 
tails. I hear the dripping of blood, 
and on closer examination I find 
that most of it comes from His 
hands and feet. His back is all 
lacerated from the scrouging, and 
the dried blood gives evidence of 
that part of His sufferings. But 
now there is a steady trickle from 
His hand. The great spike is driven 
through the center of the palm 
and the weight of His weary, tor- 
tured body has torn gapping holes 
there. From this the life blood 
trickles down to the elbow, or per- 
haps on down His naked body, and 
drips off on the ground.

blood at the base of the cross is 
mingled also the blood that trickles 
off His toes, running down from 
where the great spike is driven 
through the insteps. 

Already Jesus has said a final 
good bye to His mother, committing 
her to the care of the Beloved dis- 
ciple. According to the passage in 
John, when Jesus cried out, “I 
thirst,” it is at the very close of 
His agony. “After this, Jesus, 
knowing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst.” 

All things are now accomplished! 
But that the Scripture may be ful- 
filed and that all mankind may 
know the torment of His sorrow, 
He cries out, “I thirst!’’ The thirst 
of Jesus is foretold in Psalms 22:- 
15, which says, “My strength is 
dried up like’ a potsherd; and my 
tongue cleaveth to my jaws; and 
thou hast brought me into the dust 
of death.” His mouth is dry. His 
tongue swells and sticks to His 
jaws. Thirst is a horrible thing. 
‘But even in His torment and His 
thirst the Saviour thinks of the 
Scripture and was set on fulfilling 
the Scripture. 

All must know that He was 
bearing in His own body the tor- 
ments of the damned, the wages 
of sin for all the world, and so He 
cries out, “I thirst!” Even in His 
death, Jesus pleases not Himself, 
but the Father, and the Scripture is 
fulfilled. 


The Thirst of the Dying 


I remember that when I was a 
boy, old grandfather Cavender used 
to tell about the Civil War. He 
told how, following the battle, or 
even in the midst of it, between 
the two opposing armies, the 
wounded would lie, bleeding and 
dying, shot down in a charge or a 
retreat. And he told me that the 
most horrible suffering of the 
wounded was a thirst for water. 
The cry, “Water! water! water!” 
would go out from fevered lips un- 
til sometimes their comrades, tor- 
mented by their anguish, would 
carry them a canteen of water, at 
the risk of life itself. As the blood 
ebbs away from the body, the 


whole body cries out for water. 
Often water alone would guarantée 
the recovery of the wounded, and 
sometimes only water could ease 
their torment as they died. I have 
thought many times of how the 
poor, abused, beaten, and wounded 
Saviour must have suffered for 
water as He hung on the cross, 
under the blazing sun, and then 
in the three hours of darkness, as 
His blood dripped awaey. No 
wonder that Jesus cried out, “I 
thirst!’ 

We know, of course, that the 
Saviour did not expect water, on 
the cross. When He set His face 
toward Calvary, to die for the sins 
of the world, Jesus well knew what 
He was giving up. He never cought 
to dodge it. He went like a lamb 
to the slaughter, qnd as a sheep 
before her shearers is dumb, so he 
opened not his mouth (Iaiah 53:7). 
No, no, His cry, “I thirst,” is meant 
only to show His agony and to 
cause us to realize what He suf- 
fered for us. Did not He know the 
hearts of all men, including those 
wicked officials and the howling 
mob before Him? John 2:24, 25 
tells us that He did know the heart 
of man. He knew He would be 
given vinegar and gall to torment 
Him further, to burn His mouth 
and crack His lips, the added in- 
sult from those who hated Him 
without a cause. The holy thirst 
of Jesus He could have satisfied 
in a moment, but He did not. For 
our sakes, He did not! 


Some Lessons for Us 


There are some lessons that 
surely all of us should find burned 
upon our hearts by the holy thirst 
of the Saviour. The first of these 
is that His sufferings were for us. 
“Christ died for our sins according 
to the Scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3). 
“But he was wounded for our 
transgréssions, he was bruised for 
our ‘iniquities: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep, have gone astray; we 
have turned every one to his own 
way; and the Lord hath laid on him 
the iniquity of us all” (Isaiah 53:- 
5D, 6). 

I think our Catholic friends cause 
many to stumble with their cruci- 
fixes, but surely they are right 
when they meditate much on the 


‘THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


wounds of the Saviour, on His suf- 
ferings, and His blood. Blood has 
a most prominent place in the Bi- 
ble and it should have the preémi- 
nent place in our preaching. The 
slain passover lamb and the shed 
blood were the central elements of 
Jewish worship for 1500 years, un- 
til the Saviour, God’s passover 
Lamb, “the Lamb of God which 
taketh away the sin of the world,” 
was slain. But beginning the same 
night before His crucifixion, the 
Saviour, gave the last supper, the 
memorial supper, and in the cup 
of wine, blood red, which He passed 
to His disciples, and said, “Drink 
ye all of it,” the Saviour com- 
manded us to remember His bloody 
death until He comes again! Blood, 
blood, rivers of blood, pointed to 
Jesus in the Old Testament. And 
may we sing, then, in New Testa- 
ment times, that, 


“There is a fountain filled with 
blood, 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 
And sinners, plunged beneath 
that flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains, 
Lose all their guilty stains.” 


Woe be to the preacher who 
preaches the gospel without blood! 
And woe be the sinner that seeks 
any plan of salvation that does not 
depend wholly on the blood of Jesus 
Christ, God’s Son, for sinners slain! 


The thirst of the Lord Jesus on 
the cross, then, was my thirst. 
He suffered what I should have 
suffered. His torments were intend- 
ed rightfully for me. They who 
offered the One altogether lovely 
the vinegar and gall, should have 
given that bitter sponge to me in- 
stead. For I, the poor sinner that 
I am, should have experienced the 
tormenting thirst that was the 
agony of the Saviour, in His dying 


hour. He died for me! Oh, praise 
His name! Christ died for sinners 
like me! 


Before we go further, then, I re- 
mind every reader of these lines, 
that with grateful, contrite hearts, 
with penitent, 
you should put your trust in the 
Saviour, and depend on Him alone 
for salvation. Any sinner in the 
world can come to the Father and 
find mercy and forgiveness and sal-

vation and a new, clean heart if 
only he comes depending on the 
merit and virtue of the blood poured 
out when Jesus died. You have only 
to say, “He took my place. His 
thirst was my thirst. The sin He 
paid for was my sin,” and honestly 
commit yourself to accept the re- 
demption purchased there, and sal- 
vation and eternal life are yours. 

When Jesus hung on the cross, 
they said, “He saved others; him- 
self he cannot save.” He thirsted 
and cried out unavailing in order 
that every other thirsty heart 
might drink the water of life freely 
and never thirst again. 

What! never thirst again’ 

No! never thirst again. 

What! never thirst again? 

No! never thirst again. 

And whoso drinketh, Jesus saith, 

Shall never, never thirst again. 

Poor, hungry, thirsty, sin-sick, 
dying soul, drink today! Drink deep- 
ly, for Jesus bore His thirst unsat- 
isfiedso that all who thirst might 
come to Him and drink. That is the 
reason that He tells us in Revela- 
tion 22:17, “And the Spirit and the 
bride say, Come. And let him that 
heareth say, Come. And let him 
that is athirst come. And whoso- 
ever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.” And again in Revela- 
tion 21:6 we are told, 

“I will give unto him that is 
athirst of the fountain of the wa- 
ter of life freely.” Let us rejoice 
that the holy thirst of Jesus pur- 
chased us the right to drink and 
drink, and never thirst again. The 
water is free, brother, and paid 
for, this water of life, and it is 
purchased for just such sinners as 
you and me. 


An Understanding Saviour 


I am glad, some way, that the 
tortures of Jesus are told or im- 
plied in the Bible. I do not want 
a Saviour who has never suffered. 
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How could one who was never 
tempted know my temptation? He- 
brews 4:15, 16 say, “For we have 
not an high priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our in- 
firmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without 
sin. Let us therefore come boldly 
unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need.” 


I have said before that the thirst 
for drink is a horrible thing. The 
Lord Jesus knows it. 


Once ain exasperated wife told 
me how she quarrelled at her hus- 
band for drinking and said that it 
seemed he did nct want to do right 
or he would leave liquor alone. 
How little she knew of the power 
of temptation and the torment of 
thirst! Drunkards are not always 
so by choice, as I well know. God 
has given me the confidence of 
many drinking men, and I have 
seen hundreds of drunkards con- 
verted, thank God, and I know. 
Drinking is often weakness, not 
Viciousness. Once the drunkard 
could have left it alone and should 
have, God knows. But now he is a 
slave who hates his bonds, and 
longs to be free, but sometimes he 
cannot except by the mercy and re- 
deeming power of Christ. One of 
the things I hold against liquor 
dealers everywhere is that they 
deliberately appeal to men’s weak- 
ness. I have known liquor dealers 
to pour beer on the sidewalk so 
that the fumes might arouse that 
demon which is in every drinking 
man. Such a thirst is horrible. 
But thank God, the Lord Jesus 
Christ understands it alk He can 
be touched with the ‘féeling of our 
infirmities! He was tempted IN 
ALL POINTS like .as we are, the 
Bible tells us. That is hard for us 
to understand, hard for us to be- 
lieve, but it is true. Every tempted 
man and woman has a right to lift 
up our sad faces and empty hearts 
and weak hands, and call on the 
Lord Jesus Christ who has defeated 
Satan in every kind of tempta- 
tion—call on Him to help us. 
Thank God for such an High Priest 
as Jesus, who can be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities! Vol- 
untarily, He made Himself weak 
as we are weak, was tempted as we 
are tempted, suffered just as we 
have suffered, was betrayed as men 
are sometimes betrayed into the 
hands of sinners. Yet He was vic- 
torious, and offers victory to us. 


A Way of Escape 


Not only does Christ offer us un- 
derstanding and sympathy, but He 
offers us victory in every tempta- 
tion. Satan has met his -match 
and more, in the man, Christ Je- 
sus! I Corinthians 10:13 tell us, 
“There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: 
but God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but will with the temp- 
tation also make a way to escape, 
that ye may be able to bear it.” 


There is a way to escape, there 
is a way to bear temptation! Isn't 
it marvelous that the Lord Jesus 
has so-tasted every depth of hu- 
man weakness and so knows our 
poor hearts that He has hedged us 
about and promises us that “God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you 
to be tempted above that ye are 
able,”’ and has promised to always 
have a way of escape. Oh, tempt- 
ed souls, Jesus was thirsty, but He 
did not drink! He could have, for 
all the wealth of the universe was 
at His comand, even as He hung 
on the cross. Remember that He 
told Pilate He couiu call for twelve 
legions of angels and have them. 
But brother, He didn’t call for 
them, and when He was thirsty He 
did not drink! And like an elder 
brother who cares for the younger 
and weaker children, so the Lord 
Jesus has hedged about his peo- 
ple that we may not be tempted 
more than we are able to bear. He 
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is close at hand, to offer and guar- 
antee a way of cscape, always. 

Then whatever desire may bur. 
like fire in your soul, whether ot 
drink, or bodily lust, or the dope 
habit, or murderous anger — in ail 
these cases the Lord Jesus reminds 
us that He has conquered them 
all. By the holy thirst or Jesus on 
the cross we aie remiaded that His 
people can have victory like He 
had it, and by His strength. 

In Hebrews 2:14 to 15 we are 
told how Jesus became a man, took 
on Himself the seed of Abraham, 
and destroyed the power of the 
Devil, and so is able to help ail that 
are tempted. 

“Forasmuch, then, as the chil- 
dren are partakers of fiesh and 
blood, he also himself likewise took 
part of the same; that through 
death he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is the 
devil; 15. And deliver them who 
through fear of death were ali their 
lifetime subject to bondage. 16. For 
verily he took not on him the na- 
ture of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham. 17. Where- 
fore in all things it behooved him 
to be made like unto his brethren, 
that he might be a merciful and 
faithful high priest in things per- 
taining to God, to make reconcilia- 
tion for the sins of the people. 15. 
For in that he himself hath suffered 
being tempted, he is able to suc- 
cour them that are tempted.” — 
Hebrews 2:14-18. 

By the holy thirst of Jesus, then, 
let us be reminded to run to Jesus 
for help. He is able to succour 
them that are tempted! 


A High Resolve . 

Jesus thirsted on the cross but 
did not satisfy His thirst. He must 
not cheat death but must taste 
death for every man. For our sake, 
the holy thirst of Jesus was un- 
satisfied. How fitting, then, that 
every one of us should form a high 
resolve not to give way to tempta- 
tion, not to drink when we ought 
not to drink. 

Daniel purposes in his heart that 
he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank, 
(Daniel 1:8). 

I beg everybody who reads this, 
every man, yea, every girl and wo- 
man, to promise God now, “I re- 
solve by the holy thirst of Jesus 
and by the victory He purchased 
for me, not to defile myseif with 
alcoholic drink!” Why not write 
that cut in your Bible and sign it 
today, and then by the grace of 
God, and with the succouring help 
of Christ, keep it until the day you 
die! Do it today. 

“IT thirst,” Jesus said. But thank 
God, it was for me.

and too often there is no “juice” 
in the services, no sweet unction 
from on high, no power of the Holy 
Spirit manifest. I believe I can 
show you how the Holy Spirit has 
been driven from many of our 
churches. 


No Room Left for Jesus 


Again I speak from a personal 
experience. I was pastor of a good 
church which endeavored to keep 
up all the organizations and activi- 
ties required or suggested by de- 
nominational leaders. 

We had a Woman’s Missionary 
Society with five circles. Every 
Sunday I had t6 announce where 
Circle No. 1, Circle No. 2, Circle 
No. 3, Circle No. 4, Circle No. 5 
met, etc., etc. If the pastor did not 
get to attend a good portion of the 
programs himself, he was scolded, 
invited, pleaded with. Of course, 
this W. M. S. had its “week of 
prayer” in which they did not pray, 
but talked; its study course, its so- 
cials. These good women were al- 
ways in a stew about county wide 
meetings, district meetings, and 
state meetings; about reports, and 
most especially about credit for 
all the money they gave or raised! 
Then there were B. Y. P. U.’s, the 
B. T. S. (Baptist Training Serv- 
ice). We were supposed to main- 
tain an Adult Union, a Senior B. 
Y. P. U., an Intermediate Union, 
Junior Union, and even a Primary 
Union! Of course the little fellows 
had to learn properly all the ma- 
chinery and red tape necessary to 
be a good loyal Baptist! 


Jezebel's Chickens 


But wait, I forgct to tell you 
about the subsidiary organizations 
of the W. M. S. It was the am- 
bition of these good women, egged 
on by their ambitious state-wide 
headquarters, to supervise all the 
young people’s work of the church. 
So, in competition with all the B. 
Y. P. U.’s, the women organized a 
Y. W. A. (Young Women’s Auxili- 
ary), a G. A. (Girl’s Auxiliary), 
the “Royal Ambassadors” for boys, 
and a “Sunbeam Band” for little 
tots. For some strange reason, 
probably because they never 
thought of it, the good women had 
no organization for old bachelors! 
Being a loyal Baptist preacher, and 
“for the whole codperative pro- 
gram,” of course I tried, though in 
vain, to make all these organiza- 
tions, wheels within wheels, turn 
and whir. 

But hold on, dear reader, for if 
you are flabbergasted, there is 
more yet to come. There was a 
Board of Trustees, a Finance Com- 
mittee, and a “Men’s Brotherhood” 
to deal with, besides all the good 
women and young people! 


More Than 100 Offices in Church 
of 300 


To be sure we had a modern 
Sunday School with all the fiixings. 
Had I not been trained as an edu- 
cational director? We had super- 
intendents, department superin- 
tendents, secretaries, and organized 
classes. Each organized class has 
to have three or four vice-presi- 
dents, as did each B. Y. P. U. and 
Missionary Society. Then there 
were the study courses, classes,

lectures, seals, diplomas, and red 
tape. I forgot to say that I had 
been moderator of the Baptist 
County Association (such a “Good 
Baptist” would be!), organizer for 
the Baptist Conquest Campaign, 
and tepresentative for the Baptist 
Standard! Incidentally, I was sup- 
posed to rake up students for the 
Baptist Colleges. 

The Sunday School had study 
courses, the W. M. S. had study 
courses, the B. Y. P. U.’s had study 
courses! Lunches were served, ex- 
aminations were given, “awards’’ 
given. 

Then everybody had to give “pro- 
grams.” Leaders must be “recog- 
nized”” publicly. There were “in- 
Sstallation” services. There were 
100 “offices” in a church of 300 
members! Each B. Y. P. U., each 
organized class, must be “A-1’’~—- 
fit a standard supplied -by the Bap- 
tist Sunday School Board—and 
to do that, each one must have a 
“social,” a party, at least omce a 
quarter, preferably once a month! 

I had not time then for week 
night Bible classes and home pray- 
er meetings such as we keep going 
all the time in our church. No one 
had time to go from house to house 
to win souls. In fact, we never 
even tried. We were keeping the 
wheels turning! We were follow- 
ing the standards put up by men, 
not the one set up in the Bible! 

How I wonder now how I ever 
got anybody saved! I know that 
actually I had no time to study the 
Bible, had not been taught even 
that I needed to study it much. I 
do not wonder that I developed few 
soul winners and no Bible students 
or great prayers im my church. 
Time would fail me to tell of “bud- 
gets,” “drives,” “every-member 
canvasses,” etc. Finally in despera- 
tion, I decided to enter the minis- 
try and left the whole “kit and 
bilin” and went into evangelistic 
work! 


A Penitent Pastor 


No! this is not a joke as you may 
think. My own heart is sick and 
ashamed beyond measure to learn 
that I could have been the dupe 
of other people, the tool of the pro- 
grams, a cog in the machinery, 
when God had called me to snatch 
men as brands from the burning. 
My penitence is sincere and’ deep. 
In my heart I have resolved never 
again to fritter away my time on 
red tape, organization, and form. 
We feel about this in the Oak Cliff 
Fundamentalist Baptist Chyrch 
just like the whale did about Jonah. 
When any of it appears we try to 
heave it overboard! 

We do have prayer services with 
the young people where we teach 
them the Bible, trying to prepare 
them to win souls. We have a Sun- 
day School, but no socials, no or- 
ganized classes, no study of human 
books, no blue seals, red seals, gold 
seals, purple seals nor any other 
color. No women “heads of depart- 
ments” to be out with hatchets af- 
ter the head of the pastor. We do 
not even have a “board” of dea- 
cons. We have “servants” of the 
church, that is, people who do work 
for the church just like they did in 
Bible times, but we have no official 
boards, no ruling bodies, no auxili- 
ary organizations in our church. 
The women find plenty to do win- 
ning souls instead of the petty little 
programs, the cake and hot choco- 
late of the “Missionary Society.” 
We have no B. Y. P. U.’s whereby 
the Baptist Sunday School Board 
and the state headquarters can go 
over the head of the pastor to boss 
the church and put over their prop- 
aganda. 


A Bible Kind of Church 


Again we come back to the one 
standard which churches ought to 
The 
churches in Bible times did not 
have all these organizations. If 
they did not need them, neither do 
we. They majored on preaching the 
gospel, and so do we. I know that 
does not sound modern, but old- 
fashioned, maybe “old fogy.” But 
nevertheless the Bible way suits 
us wonderfully well. 

I think this is one reason why 
the Holy Spirit loves to meet with 
us and sweetens ali our services 
with His presence. I feel sure this 
is why we often have the tears 
running down our cheeks as we 
preach the word and hear it 
preached with power! We have 
time to study the Bible, time to 
pray, time to win souls. We are 
free to find the will of God, since 
we do not have so many plans of 
our own. Our church is not all it 
ought to be by any means, but we 
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have proven to our own heart's 
satisfaction that God’s simple way, 
as revealed in the example of New 
Testament churches and in the 
commands of God’s Word, is a g<od 
enough way for us, the best for 
this age, just the same as it was 
for past ages. 

Again and again our people are 
heard to say, “I would never be 
satisfied to be a member of a ‘pro- 
gram’ church again.” The people 
have enough rigmarcle in the af- 
fairs of this world. They want 
something deep and simple, and 
heart-satisfying when they come to 
the house of God. So in our church 
we try to follow the simple New 
Testament pattern. People learn 
the Bible. They pray definitely and 
get their prayers answered. They 
win souls, and see souls won. They 
learn to enjoy their religion. What 
feasts we have had since we threw 
away all the “wheels within 
wheels,” the senseless dry-as-dust 
programs, outlined by the head- 
quarters, and have tried to follow 
the simple New Testament pattern 
of church life.

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“I have been going to dances a 
long time, but I know that is not 
right, and I am not happy.” 


When the invitation was given, 
she came forward weeping, claimed 
Christ and joined the church for 
baptism and is to be baptized to- 
night (Wednesday).

From 
the front, I held out my hand to 
her and urged her to come to the 
Lord. When a verse of invitation 
song closed, she spoke out before 
the whole congregation and said in 
sentences broken by sobs: 

“Brother Rice, I was awfully 
sick, and the doctor said I must die 
soon if I didn’t have an operation. 
When I refused, they went away 
saying I could only live a few days. 
But I prayed earnestly to God and 
told him that if He would let me 
live and take care of my crippled 
children, I would get right with 
Him, would go to church, and do 
whatever He wanted me to do. The 
pain stopped right away, and in 
a few days, I was up. But I have 
not done-what I promised. Now I 
want to get right with the Lord.” 

She came to the front then in a 


touching scene where the tears of 
her friends mingled with hers. Her 
boy, twelve years old, then trusted 
Christ, too. 

Tuesday night the rain drove us 
into the tabernacle for the servic: 
where there were six happy con 
versions. One girl thirteen years 
old went to her sixteen year old 
brother urging him to be saved, 
before she herself came to the 
front claiming the Saviour. She 
said, ‘Come on, let’s go. Come cn, 
let’s go.” Then she came alone, and 
later returned, talked to her broth- 
er again, and he was converted. 


Backsliders have come back to 
the Lord. One woman came wh» 
said she had been away from Gcd 
eighteen years, and had not been 
to church in fifteen years. She had 
grown sons who knew nothing 
about God or religion, she said. 
She asked our prayers for them. 


Time would fail to tell cf all the 
happy and remarkable cases of sal- 
vation and blessing. ‘Let those who 
love God rejoice with us and pray 
that we may have a new endument 
of power, new zeal, and that the 
dear Saviour may bring to Himself 
thousands of others in Dallas 
through the ministry of this church 
and its workers as He has done in 
the last three years.
